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Publishers Note 


This book contains instructions and plans for making sixty-two pieces 
of authentic Craftsman furniture. The projects are reprinted directly 
from Gustav Stickley's important magazine, The Craftsman, published 
from 1901 to 1916. Plans for furniture were a regular feature of The 
Craftsman; the projects reprinted here (with one exception) first ap- 
peared in the twenty-part series "Home Training in Cabinet Work," 
which ran in about two out of every three monthly issues between 
March 1905 and September 1907. (The series was followed by other, 
shorter series such as "Lessons in Practical Cabinet Work" and 
"Lessons in Practical Cabinetmaking and Metal Work.") 

In addition to their intrinsic merit as pleasing and useful domestic 
objects, the pieces shown here exemplify a pivotal development in 
American decorative arts. Although related to the work of William 
Morris and the Arts and Crafts Movement in England, as witness the 
Morris chair included here, Stickley's publication developed a unique 
style. The simple, straightforward Craftsman approach to furniture— 
relatively unornamented pieces with clean, functional lines—became 
a classic American style in its own right. (For further information on

Each project reprinted here generally includes the following: a brief 
statement of the item's character, including suggestions for appropriate 
varieties of wood; a "mill bill" giving complete lumber specifications; 
schematic drawings or diagrams of the piece, showing both front and 
side views with dimensions; a perspective drawing of the completed 
piece. An Index of Projects appears on page 121. 
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A FOOT REST 


HIS piece of furniture is designed for a foot rest, 

but might find plenty of use in a house, espe- 

cially in a bedroom, where it could be used for a 

slipper stool. Its construction needs no further explana- 

tion than is apparent from the drawing. ‘The wood 

could well be one of the harder variety: oak, chestnut, 

mahogany or maple—either fumed or stained. ‘The 

seat cover could be of leather or tapestry fastened with 

brass, copper or iron nails. For а section showing the method of upholstering, attention 
is called to the plans of the desk chair shown on page 15.

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A Man's Dressing Cabinet 


NE seldom finds a more simple, convenient object of 
À household use than the man's dressing cabinet here illus- 
| trated, which combines the functions usually filled by 
two or three pieces, by uniting them into a compact 
whole. The cabinet has the additional advantages of 
being pleasing in appearance, and so simple in construction that 
any craftsman may easily build it, in accordance with the sub- 
joined directions. 








The dimensions of the piece are fifty-four inches in height by 
thirty-six inches wide and twenty-four inches deep, with a framing 
of seven-eighth inch stuff, as indicated, and with one-half inch 
panels. Тһе doors are provided with strap-hinges, and, on the 
inside, are lettered with such inscriptions as may suit the fancy of 
the individual builder. 


A Man's Dressing Cabinet 


The large, topmost drawer, running the entire length of the 
piece, is five inches deep, and is designed for a general utility place. 
The small upper drawer at the right, is fitted, like a change-drawer, 
with six saucer-like divisions for shirt, collar, and sleeve buttons, 
and other small objects which are easily lost. Behind lies a space 
for handkerchiefs. This drawer, the one beneath it, and the two 
on the left are five inches deep. 

The compartments in the center of the cabinet and those which 
are beneath the small lateral drawers pull out. ‘Their dimensions 
are ten and one-half by ten inches.

The two large trays at the bottom are used, the one for shoes, 
and the other for trousers. The space thus afforded, permits the 
garments to be laid aside without folding at the knee. 

By this device, as well as by the other provisions of the cabinet, 
all folding and rumpling of clothing are obviated. Furthermore, 
when the doors are opened, the wardrobe lies ready for use: a sav- 
ing of time which will be appreciated by the hard-working business 
or professional man of many engagements, for whom a minute 
saved is sometimes a fortune gained. 


CHILD'S ARM CHAIR 


N building this chair put all together excepting the arms, and when the glue is dry 
the arm dowells are fitted and the back ones shoved into place; then, by pressure, 
the front will spring into its proper position. All dowells are well clued, and the 

glue is warmed before using. Attention is called also to the joining of the seat rails, 
also the three-eighths of an inch cut from the bottom of the back post after the chair 
is put together. This makes a little slant back to the seat, and gives a comfortable posi- 





to the sitter. The back slats ої the chairs are slightly curved. This is done by thor- 
oughly wetting or steaming the wood and pressing it into shape—then allowing it to 
dry. The accompanying drawing will illustrate a device for this purpose, which for the 
amateur is quite as practical as a steam press.

, j ۹ HESE pieces are almost identical in construction, yet differ in size and shape of 
the top. Either one would be a useful addition to almost any room for the pur- 
pose of holding a jardiniere, while the larger one might be used as a small tea 
table. 

А few construction points may be noted: Where the tenons of the legs come 
through the top they should be wedged—then planed flush with the top. In cutting 
the mortises for the stretchers of the square tabouret note that there is one-half an 
inch difference in the heights of the two stretchers. A dowel pin three-eights of an inch 
in diameter runs all the way through the legs holding the tenon of the stretcher— this 
is planed off flush with the sides of the leg.

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SMALL OCTAGONAL TABOURET 
£i table is rather a heavy one in design and could well be used for a den, living 


room, library or man's room. The legs slanting outward give it a sturdy ap- 
pearance. It could be used as а jardiniere stand, to hold a cigar-box and ash tray, 

or on a hot day a place to rest a tray with cool drinks. 
Little needs to be said concerning its construction, as what has already been said 
about the preceding tables covers this one with possibly the exception of the stretcher 
keys—these must not be driven so hard as to split the wood which there is some danger 
of doing at the end of the tenons.

ROUND TABLE 


HIS piece is designed for use in a room where a light treatment is carried out and 
would make a good bedroom or sewing room table and might possibly find its 


place, for occasional use, in a living room. 


The construction is very simple and little need be said except that all the joints 
should be well made so the table will be rigid—especially the brace under the top which 


keeps the piece firm. The top is fastened on with "table irons."

Is here given—these irons are first screwed to the top braces—then the work 15 turned 
up-side-down and the screws put in which fasten the top to the base.

THE DROP-LEAF TABLE 


HIS isa table suited to many uses. Its top when opened, is forty inches square— 
quite large enough to be used asa breakfast table, and foraliving room. Its chief 
advantage is that when the leaves are dropped the space occupied by it is very 

small, so that it can be moved back out of the way against the wall. А little clever 
handling of the wood will be needed to make a good joint where the leaves join the top, 
and careful attention is called to the enlarged detail shown on the plans—also note that 
the wood needs to be taken out the width of the hinge to allow for the eye of the hinge— 
these should be two inches wide and placed about four inches from the ends, secured 
with plenty of screws:

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SCREEN 
AN. screen is one of the very useful things which go toward the furnishing of 


а house. The one given herewith is of such a size that it is convenient for general 

use and not so heavy as to be hard to move about from room to room wherever it 
may be needed. The wood of which it is made may vary, but we will suppose it is made 
of poplar, a light weight wood, and stained gray-green. The fabric part of the screen 
may be inexpensive or of medium price as, for instance, a Japanese silk of a green tone 
just a little darker than the wood stain, a quiet color effect which would harmonize with 
almost any color scheme. 

The curtain hangs on quarter inch solid brass rods at top and bottom. Care will 
need to be taken in cutting and fitting the dovetails which project one-sixteenth of an inch 
beyond the face of the panel. Тһе panels being V-jointed and splined gives them a 
chance to shrink and swell without making ugly looking cracks.

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GARDEN ВЕМСН 


HIS garden bench is made of white cedar stock stripped of the bark and left in 
the natural color which in time takes a silver gray tone and a beautiful texture. 
'The seat rails, back and arms are smoothly planed so that no rough, disturbing 


places are left. 


Each piece will need to be fitted with care, as after the tenon and mor- 


tise are cut the entire stick must be slightly set into the piece to which it is joined. This 
prevents the water from getting into the joint and makes a workmanlike job. A chair 
can easily be made from these plans by making the front and back rails twenty-six inches 


in length and using only eight rails for the seat.

HIS is а useful piece іп апу living 
T room where loose papers and maga- 

zines are apt to accumulate. The 
purpose in making it larger at the bottom 
is to attain greater symmetry and to give 
the idea of stability. A perfectly vertical 
stand would appear narrower at the bottom 
than at the top. 

Put together the entire end first, then 
the shelves, the top and bottom ones, how- 
ever, being last. Do not drive the keys in 
tenon holes hard enough to split the wood. 
Note that the three center shelves are slightly 
let in at full size into the posts and end up- 
rights. 

As such a stand may need to be moved, 
it is appropriate that it be made of soft wood 
if desirable. Whether of hard or soft wood 
it should be suitably colored.

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LIBRARY TABLE 
T HIS useful piece is of good size, having a top thirty-two by fifty-four inches. In- 


stead of having a shelf underneath, a series of slats, placed at a slight distance 

apart,is introduced. In building it, put the ends together first. "The sides of the 
drawers are dovetailed, and each drawer has a stop underneath it to keep it from going 
in too far. ‘This stop should hold the face of the drawer one-sixteenth of an inch back of 
the front rail. The practical reason for this is that, should the piece shrink in any de- 
gree, the unevenness is less likely to show when the drawer is thus slightly recessed. 
Bevel off the lower edges of the legs to prevent tearing the carpet, and carefully sand- 
paper the edges of the top to remove the sharpness. Oak is the best material of which 
to construct this table, as it is needed to be substantial, strong and firm. “he pulls are 
of copper or iron, hammered preferably, yet any good pulls will serve admirably.

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HALL CLOCK 


HIS simple, yet almost necessary piece in a well 
T equipped house, is made of oak, mahogany or 

other suitable hard wood. It is six feet high, 
with a door the whole size of the front. The upper 
part is a glass panel and the lower is filled with square 
panes. Small butt hinges are used for the door, and it 
is made so as to lock. 

The face is made of wood with the figures burned 
on, or of metal. If preferred the enameled zinc or tin 
face usually supplied with the clock movements may be 
used, though we like the wood ог metal better. The 
face is twelve inches square. If the case is made of 
mahogany, a brass face is most appropriate; if of oak, a 
copper face. Ша wooden face is used it should be of a 
light colored wood with fine grain, such as holly or 
orange.

/ | «НЕ lines and proportions of this dining table are especially good. The octagonal 


legs and the graceful curve of the central braces give the piece a distinct style. 

'The top is removable, having the braces which keep it from warping dove-tailed 
in and only fastened with a screw at the center, no glue being used, so that the top can 
shrink or swell slightly without doing any harm whatever. ‘The mortise and tenon con- 
struction is used throughout with the exception of these dove-tailed top braces and the 
central shaped braces, which are secured by strong five-eighths inch dowels. When put 
together all the corners should be carefully taken off with a scraper and well sanded and 
then the finish applied. This table would be a suitable one to be used in a large living 


room or library, although it has the name of dining table attached to it.

W HAT has been said concerning the construction of chairs in previous numbers” 


will apply to the work on this piece—as no new or unusual features appear 
unless it be in the back post, which is slanted on the outside, giving the chair 
an added quaintness. The seat and back are covered with heavy leather which must be 
stretched on when wet, and fastened with small headed tacks, care being taken to place 
the tacks so that the large heads of the ornamental nails will cover them.

WALL CABINET 


HIS piece is very simple in construction, but an unusually graceful design. Its 
beauty is much enhanced by the work done with the gouge on the sharp curve 
that appears in the top line of the back, and that occurs again in the bracket 

under the door. As will be noted, the cutting is deep at the sharpest point of the curve, 
and fades away gradually as the curve flattens. The front edge of the small bracket 
underneath is also cut away. The edge of the shelf under the floor is rounded, and the 
top is shaped underneath into a very flat ogee moulding. The long strap hinges, which 
are good іп design and clever in construction, are of hammered brass. This cabinet is 
very convenient as a storage place for valued trifles and also to hold a few favorite books.

T HERE is no more appropriate and decorative piece 


of furniture for a hall or large stair landing than 

a tall clock of the type usually known as a "grand- 
father’s clock." Given a moderate skill in the handling of 
tools, and the home worker can easily make a clock that 
will prove a quaint and satisfactory bit of furnshing, and 
will furthermore give all the charm of an individual bit 
of handicraft made for the place it is to fill. 

Oak is the most appropriate wood for the case of the 
hall clock. The face is made of a twelve-inch plate of 
brass with figures of copper. Holes are drilled in the 
plate which receive pins riveted on the figures. These 
pins are simply bent over after the figures are in place. 

An inch and three-quarter 18 gauge brass tube 15 
used for a tubular chime. This should be five feet long 
and suspended so that the striking hammer hits it near 
the point of suspension. “The door at the back has a 
silk panel in it so that the sound easily passes through. 
The wood square against which the face fits can be 
stained a soft grey-green, if the outside is in brown 
fumed oak, making a charming change of color.

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A WRITING TABLE 

HIS design, which is given in response to a request from a subscriber interested 

in cabinet work, will be found very satisfactory for a writing table. “The 

construction is not at all hard, the main point being to have the lower parts 
firmly fastened to the top with table irons, and the brace at the center firmly fastened 
at the ends. This is necessary that the drawer may run smoothly. The feature of 
special note in this table is the recessed book shelf at either end, which solves the 
problem of having reference books within easy reach of the writer.

HIS table is designed to extend to ten feet. The extension slides will need to 
be procured from a manufacturer as they are difficult to make by hand. The 
center leg is firmly screwed on to the cross piece and each end of the cross piece 

is screwed to the center slide of each group. Four dowel pins keep the top exactly 
flush and ordinary window fasteners, if placed at the joining of the rails, will keep them 
from parting. Blocks are glued and screwed to the rails and lag screws run through 
these blocks and the leg, making a very firm joint, which 1s necessary on account of 
there being no support below. The top is fastened by table irons about 9 inches apart, 
one being placed in the top of each leg and the others spaced evenly on the rails.

The irons will admit of a slight shrinkage or swell without cracking the wood. All the edges 
should be slightly softened with sandpaper just before the finish is applied.

NE of the great difficulties in attaining a tidy 
( ) пиг5егу is often that there is по place where 
children can easily put things away them- 
selves. Closet-doors are hard to open and the shelves 
too high to be of изе. Wall shelves and brackets are 
usually purposely out of reach, and the nursery table 
is apt to be full. 
lhis child's open bookcase is planned especially 
to meet this nursery problem; there are no doors and 
the shelves are broad and low enough to be within 
the reach of very little children. The shelves are 
not adjustable but put in stoutly with tenon and 
key so that they are never out of place and never 
need attention. All furniture in a child's room 
should be well finished to avoid the slightest chance 
of slivers or scratches. It is a nice idea to finish the 
bookcase in harmony with the other woodwork of 
the nursery, unless this is in a bright tone; in which 
case a beautiful soft, harmonious wood tone would be 
best. This piece of furniture could also be used in a 
library or sewing-room.

HALL TREE 


ALL furniture has been selected 
for this number of the cabinet 
work series for the reason that 

it seems harder to procure really simple 
and satisfactory furnishings for the hall 
than for any other part of the house. 
The model shown here can easily be 
made at home by anyone at all skilled 
in the use of tools. ‘The convenience of 
a simple hall tree of this design is that 
it takes up so little room, and yet affords 
accommodation for a good many coats. 
It will stand in any nook or corner out 
of the way, which is more than can be 
said of the larger and more elaborate 
trees that sometimes appear to take up 
nearly all the room there is in the hall. 
This design is simple to a degree, but 
must be very carefully made and finished 
in order to produce the best effect. As 
will be seen by careful study of the 
details, crudity is not sought, either in 
shape or workmanship.

Many people interested 
in home cabinet making live in parts of the country where these softer woods 
are much more easily obtainable and less expensive than the oak, and it is 
for these workers that the present designs are intended, although, of course, 
they would serve admirably for oak if the maker did not mind.considerable 
weight in the piece. 

A departure from the absolutely straight lines of most of the CRAFTSMAN 
models is made in these designs, and most workers will find in them a new 
element of suggestiveness for development along lines of original design, which 
is most desirable in any form of home handicraft. As given here the models 
are severely plain, but to the worker who is developing a perception of legiti-

mate decoration as applied to wood-working they will be found particularly 
suggestive in the scope they afford for structural ornamentation. 

While any wood suitable for cabinet work may be used for these pieces, 
we have suggested the three already mentioned as being especially effective 
when used for forms of this character. The cypress has such prominent mark- 
ings that large surfaces are necessary to show them to advantage, and it is 
so coarse in grain that any slenderness would give a suggestion of weakness.

The same applies to chestnut and even more strongly to the redwood, which 
Is so largely used in California both for the interior woodwork of houses 
and for all sorts of home-wrought furniture. 

A close study of the stool shown as the first model will reveal the 
leading structural characteristics of all three pieces. The appearance of crudity 
that might be given by the massiveness of construction 1s softened by the fine 
finish that should appear in every detail. In the posts alf the edges should 
be slightly rounded, suggesting heavy hewn timbers, and the corners should 
be carefully chamfered so that all appearance of the crude edge of sawn lum- 
ber is avoided. Any clumsiness at the bottom is obviated by the curving 
out of the posts, and by beveling the end pieces. The crosspiece is mortised 
firmly into these end pieces, the projecting tenons forming a slight touch of 
decoration, and the whole structure is firmly pinned together. The seat must 
be made with special care to preserve the fine straight lines and flat top. А 
piece of heavy canvas should first be stretched ym 
over the seat rails, wrapped clear around and IB 
nailed far up on the under side to assure a firm 
and evenly stretched surface. This canvas is 
to be covered on the top with a thin layer oí 
cotton, which serves merely to prevent wear at 
the edge and gives no appearance of roundness 
or of padding. The seat 
covering 1s of sole leather. 
lhis should be dampened 
on the under side to ren- 
der it flexible and then 
carefully stretched by 
hand, wrapped around and 
nailed firmly underneath. 
As it dries all wrinkles 
and unevenness will be 
shrunk out of the leather, 
leaving a perfectly smooth 
and even surface. Large 
square-headed nails of 
wrought iron are placed 
at regular intervals on the 
outside of the rails and Е == 
serve as an additional stay to the leather as well as a decoration.

The chair is simply a further development of the same form of construc- 
tion that obtains in the stool. The structure at the bottom is precisely the 
same. The arms should be very carefully and symmetrically rounded at the 
ends, both to give a finished and workmanlike look to the piece and to afford 
a better grasp for the hands in rising. The mortise and tenon construction, 
all carefully pinned with wooden pins, prevails throughout, and the sole 
leather seat is made in the same way as that of the stool. The back of the 
chair 15 made of a single piece of sole leather, stretched on and wrapped clear 
around the rails at the top and bottom.

The construction of the table is another development oí the form shown 
In the chair and stool, and here the inward slope of the legs is even more pro- 
nounced than in the chair. While very massive in appearance, the table, if 
made of one of the woods suggested, will not in reality be as heavy as it looks. 
Were it made of oak it would be practically a stationary piece, as the chances 
are that it would be too heavy to move. This table is very firmly built with 
the mortise and tenon construction, and the only touch of decoration, aside 
from the tenons, appears in the use of the large wooden pins that hold the 
piece together. The rounded edges and curved lines that appear in the struc- 
ture of the lower part give a feeling of the use of massive timbers without 
any repellent impression of clumsiness, and with reasonably careful workman-

ship the piece should have a most attractive quality. The top, oí course, 
should be finished with great care, which must first of all be exercised in the 
selection of particularly choice wood for the large plain surface where the 
erain shows so prominently. 
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HE little folding table shown here is designed primarily for a card 
table, but it is useful for anything where a small stand is required. 
With one or both of the leaves down it makes a capital little table 
to stand against the wall for a jardiniére, or for anything that requires 
the background of the wall, and with the round top it makes a good stand 
anywhere in the room and can be used for a tea table or a sewing table as 
well as for cards. The lower structure is somewhat massive in form and 
very severe in outline, but if well made and pinned together with wooden 
pins, as shown in the illustration, there is a decorative quality in the very 
uncompromising straightness of it. The top, of course, гћоша «ђе made of 
selected wood and very carefully finished; in fact, careful workmanship is 
especially essential in as plain a piece as this, for without satin-smooth 
surface and carefully softened edges and corners it could easily be made to 
look very crude and unattractive.
